Mayor James G. Woodward, in re- 
ply yesterday to attacks on his use of 
the pardon prerogative, sharply crit- 
icised Judge Nash Broyles, city re- 
corder, charging that his decisions 
were entirely “too severe and czar- 
like,” and asserted that the motive be- 
hind the attackKs on his attitude to- 
wards prisoners is to stir up political 
factionalism. 

The assertion that he pardoned Griff 
Freeman, a blind tiger of 374 West 
North avenue, caused Mayor Wood- 
ward to break the silence he has main- 
tained in face of all recent criticisms. 
He declared that the criticisms heaped 
upon him were unwarrented, and ex- 
plained that he refrained from answer- 
ing them because he did not want to 
stir up more strife in the city admin- 
istration. 

Only Reduced Fine. 

Mayor Woodward emphatically de- 
nied that he had pardoned Freeman. 

“He wag fined $500 by Recorder 
Broyles,” the mayor seid. "On the 
recommendations of Dr. Hugh Inman 
Batty and Dr. G. G. Hall, city physi- 
cian, I reduceg his fine to $250. The 
money was paid by his friends.” 

Mayor Woodward explained that it 
was never ‘this intention to thwart 
Judge Broyles; that he has never 
granted clemency except in cases where 
it has been proven or represented by 
reputable persons that the prisoner 
was deserving. 

“Judge Broyles seems to forget that 
the constitution guarantees people 
freedom, and that it is a divine right 
for anyone to appeal for clemency. In 
the case of Freeman, for instance, 
was appealed to by persons who were 
not interested in the case except for 
humane reasons. Dr. Batty told me 
that Freeman was sufferinig with kid- 
ney trouble, and that he was in very 
bad shape. City Physician Hall in- 
formed me that Freeman was suffering 
from an 
and was unfit for work. 

Acted for the Best. 

“It would have been barbarous to 
allow Freeman, or any other prisoner, 
to remain. in jail. Under the circum- 
stances I decided that it would be bet- 
ter for the city to get $250 than to 
keep him out there and _ feed him. 
Freeman’s friends wanted me to re- 
duce the fine to $100. 

“It has been published that Judge 
Broyles charged that I was hindering 
his work. I would like to ask him if 
the court of appeals is not also hinder- 
ing his work. I have been informed 
that quite a number of his cases have 
been reversed and sent back to him. 

“All that I can figure is that Judge 
Broyles’ methods are too severe and 
ezarlike, and I want to say right here 
that whenever it is proven to me that 
a prisoner deserves clemency, I'll see 
that he gets it. I am not going to

Griff Freeman, the “blind tiger,” 
was sentenced to serve twenty-nine 
days in the stockade by Judge Broyles 
Wednesday morning.

TURKS ADVANCE 


ON BULGARIANS 


Turkey Intends to Occupy Lot 
of Bulgar Territory—Servia 
and Greece Agree as to the 
Terms to Be Imposed. 


London, July 16.—Both Turkey and 
Rumania are rapidly pushing the oc- 
Cupation of as much Bulgarian terri- 
tory as possible, not ostensibly with 
a view to permanent otcupation, but 
in order to procure for themselves a 
Weightier voice in the final settle- 
ment, 

King Charles of Rumania has gone 
to join his army. headquarters, the 
Turks have occupied Luleburgas, 
Bunar Hissar and Visa and are march- 
ing toward Kirk Kilisseh. The Greek 
army has occupied Nevrokop. 

The Servian and Greek premiers 
have held a meeting at Uskub and are 
agreed as to the terms to be imposed 
On Bulgaria. 

Horrifying details of alleged Bul- 
garian massacres and atrocities con- 
tinue to pour in from Saloniki and the 
powers have appointed consular com- 
missions to investigate these reports. 

Turks Cross New Frontier. 

Sofia, July 16.—Turkish troops 
terday crossed the new frontier line 
between Bulgaria and Turkey, running 
from Enos, on the Aegean sea, to Midia, 
on the Black sea. They already have 
penetrated nearly 20 miles the 
Bunarhissar region, the Bulgarian 
troops offering no opposition. 

The Christians in the district are al- 
leged to be fleeing before the Turkish 
troops owing to their excesses.

Turks Want Adrianople. 


Constantinople, July 16.—The govern- 
ment is determined to Push forward 
Ottoman troopsasfar asthe stronghold 
of Adrianople, which was captured by 
Bulgarians after a prolonged 
during the recent Balkan war. 

The government intends to take this 
bold action not only because of the 
material advantages to be gained, but 
because of the moral effect it will have 
on Turkey’s internal situation. 

It is expected that by this means 
the position of the government wil] be 
Strengthened, and it is felt that even 
if the powers insist on bringing press- 
ure to bear to compel the maintenance 
of the future frontier line betweery 
Tt and Bulgaria from Enos, on 
the Aegean sea, to Midia, on the Black 
sea, Turkey will yet be in a position 
to enforce the autonomy of the prov- 
ince of Thrace. 

Thus far, however, the powers have 
not addressed any communication to 
the Turkish government on the sub- 
ject of the northern advance of the 
Ottoman troops. 

Atrocities by Bulgars. 

Saloniki, July 16.—Full confirmation 
of the reported sacking and burning 
of the Macedonian town of Seres by 
the fleeing Bulgarian troops and of 
the crucifixion, hacking to death or 
burning alive of many inhabitants, has 
been sent to the Austro-Hungarian 
government by Consul General August 
Kral, of Salonikti. 

Three-fourths of the formerly flour- 
ishing town of about 30,000 inhabitants 
is a mass of smoKing ruins, Says the 
consul general, who has just returned 
here from Seres, where he thoroughly 
investigated the situation. 

Another horrifying story of massa- 
cre reached here today from Doiran, a 
town 40 miles northwest of Saloniki. 
Mussulman there have made a written 
declaration, countersigned by three 
local Bulgarian priests, that the Bul- 
garians slaughtered thirty thousand 
Mussulmans who had sought refuge in 
Doiran from the surrounding districts. 

Greeks Defeat Bulgarians. 

Athens, July 16.—The Greek army 
has occupied Nevrokop after an en- 
gagement with the Bulgarians which 
lasted all Tuesday. The 3ulgarians 
were completely routed. 

Official dispatches report that only 
120 out of 3,000 inhabitants of the 
town of Doxato escaped the Bul- 
garian massacre.

Teaching the Bible in Public Schools 


Editor Constitution: Man is a mora! being, has 
a conscience, must dea] with social,. civic and moral 
problems. Right and wrong enter into every rela- 
tion of life. He needs to be trained, taught and 
qualified to meet these inevitable conditions. Can it 
be done without the teachings and truths of the Bible? 
Just as weil expect a mathematician, a civil engi- 
meer or a bank accountant without the study of 
arithmetic as to expect a man to be competent for 
the social, civic, business or political duties of life 
without the study of the Bible. Every citizen has 
need for the Sermon on the Mount a hundred itmes 
oftener than he has need for the multiplication table. 
A man may go for weeks and have no need for mathe- 


matics, but he cannot live ten hours without needing , 
a knowledge of right and wrong as is taught in the 


Bible, and a conscience keenly sensitive to the dif- 
ference between the two. 

Dr. Wilmer says, “I believe tn separation of 
church and state.’’ Well, have you got it? If you 
think you have you are sadly mistaken. The church 
cannot hold a piece of property, nor conduct its 
worships, nor sanction a marriage 
ganize a schoo] without the consent, approval and 
indorsement of the state. He also says, ‘It is 
unwise to have those in charge of the reading of the 
Bible who have not been trained for such purpose.’’ 

Why have they not been trained? Why do not 
the colleges and hormal schools train them for this 
purpose? They train the teachers to give instruc- 
tions in mathematics, language and science. Why 
not in the Bible? Dr. Wilmer further says, ‘‘Teachers 
should not be allowed to have such an important 
affair as Bible reading in their care.’’ Indeed! Its 
importance to the character and life and value of 
the citizen should make the study of the Bible a part 
of the school-room curriculum. A man or woman 
who has’ not been sufficiently educated to rise 
sectarianism ia unfit to teach echool, and if he or she 
is not enough of a Christian to appreciate and apply 
Bible truths to the minds and consciences of the 
students such a teacher should licensed to 
teach.

WHO WROTE THE 
POEMS OF OSSIAN? 


> 


Who was Ossian? Did he write the poems 
that are attributed to him? These two ques- 
tions caused no end of discussion among It- 
erary people at the end of the eighteenth an? 
the beginning of the nineteenth century. It 
was begun shortly after the publication, in 
1762, of an epic poem entitled “Fingal,” by 
James Macpherson, and became still more 
pronounced when the same publisher brought 
out, a year later, “Temora,” reputed to be 
by the same poet. 


The genuineness of these poetical writ- 
ings was severely questioned, but the pub- 
lisher maintained his position without sub- 
mitting the necessary proofs. Both poems are 
a record of the deeds of a great Celtic hero, 
Fingal. These and some minor poems Mac- 
pherson attributed to Ossian, the son of Fin- 
gal, and alleged that his version was a litera! 
translation of works which had been trans- 
mitted orally in the Gaelic language from 
bard to bard until the introduction of writing 
permitted them to be committed to manu- 
script. 

Immediately upon the publication of “Fin- 
gal” it attained an immense popularity. It 
was translated within a year into all the 
principal languages of Europe, and numbered 
among its admirers the ripest scholars and 
the most distinguished men of genius of the 
age. 

Macpherson. disdained the question of 
authenticity In the introduction to ‘‘Temora,” 
and although he then professed to be able to 
meet it by the production of the originals, 


he generally maintained, throughout the con- 
troversy, an angry silence. 

At first the authority of D lair, who 
wrote an elaborate critical Alissertation in 
favor of the authenticity of the poems, was 
regarded as of paramount authority through- 
out Europe, and notwithstanding the em- 
phatic denunciation of Dr. Samuel Johnson, 
and the objections of other critics, the be- 
lievers in the genuineness of Ossian con- 
tinued to hold their ground until Malcolm 
Laing’s unsparing criticism, first in the intro- 
duction to his “History of Scotland,” and 
afterwards in an annotated edition of the 
poems themselves, in which he gave a death- 
blow to the position of those who maintained 
the integrity of the Osstanic epics. 


The first big movement into the truth 
of the controversy was started in 1797, when 
the Highland society appointed a committee 
to inquire into the authenticity of the poems. 
This. committee worked diligently for eight 
years, and in 1805 published a statement to 
the effect that they had not been able to 
obtain any one poem the same in title and 
tenor with the poems published by Macpher- 
son; that they were inclined to believe that 
he was in the habit of supplying chasms and 
inserting passages which he did not find and 
to add what he conceived to be dignity and 
delicacy to the original, by striking out 
passages, by softening incidents and by refin- 
ing the language, but they were unable to 
find to what degree he had exercised these 
liberties. 

In 1807, after the death of Macpherson and 
in accordance with his will, appeared the 
Gaelic originals of the paems, with a Latin 
translation, and accompanied by a new dis- 
sertation on their authenticity by Sir John 
Sinclair. This started a new and a most 
singular controversy. 

In this controversy it was brought out 
that these original manuscripts, all of which 
were in the handwriting of Macpherson, were 
translated by him from the English, and this 
charge seems to be about as well substan- 
tiated as that of the original fabrication. 

What appears really to have been decided 
is that Ossian was a real or mythical Irish 
bard of the second or third century, of whom 
there are probably no authentic remains, al- 
though some brief poems, which cannot be 
traced further back than the eleventh cen- 
tury, are attributed to him. 

There are numerous traditions regarding 
Ossian both in Scotland and Ireland. That 
Macpherson possesses considerable and often 
conflicting material, collected in the High- 
lands, which he worked up into a continuous 
whole, in epic form, and that he himself 
produced the conm@cting Inks, seems beyond 
on doubt.

Darius Green was not really a ponderous 
personage, but he was a man from whom a 
great deal can be learned if the reader will 
study his life carefully with the idea of doing 
everything that Darius didn't. 

Darius was a young man who desired to 
invent an aeroplane. This was a praise- 
worthy ambition which has brought great 
fame to many young men since that time. 
But all it did for Darius was to embalm him 
in the laughter of a great nation, one of 
our most prominent poets being the under- 
taker. 

This was because the young Mr. Green 
made a large number of mistakes as follows, 
respectively: : 

He began work on 
about 75 years too soon. The world was not 
ripe for flying machines. It had never heard 
of gasoline. It did not even suspect automo- 
biles and was having a hard time. believing 
railroad trains. 

This should be a great lesson to the 
inspired geniuses who are wearing away 
their lives trying to invent crimeless trusts 
and elixirs of life Some day the world may 
be ready for these things, but it is too young 
and green at present to appreciate them. 

In the second place, Darius advertised his 
first flight. This won him great fame for 
the time being, but when the multitude which 
had gathered at great expense to see him 
tickle the storm clouds, watched him glide off 
the eaves of a barn and land with a hollow 
the ground below, it went home 
and spent years thinking up new ways of 
calling him a fool. This one mistake set 
aviation back for fifty years 

In the third place, Darius stopped aviatinzg 
because he broke a leg and other bones too 
numerous to mention. This was his gravest 
error. Broken bones to the experimenter in 
aviation are not calamities. They are not 
even accidents. They are accompaniments. 
The enthusiastic aviator must learn to fall 
vast distances, landing on his head and 
shoulders with great content and feeling 
pleased and thankful if he can extract him- 
self from the ground without telephoning for 
a stump puller.

Washington, J@ly 16.—(Special.)— 
Senator Bacon received the hearty 
congratulations today of President 
Wilson, Vice President Marshall and 
many colleagues and admirers on his 
re-election for a fourth term in the 
United States senate. 

At the request of the president Sena- 
tor Bacon called at the white .wouse 
and received the president’s good 
wishes before they proceeded to state 
afYairs. 

Senator Bacon was the first citizen 
of Georgia in the history of the state 
to be returned to the senate for a 
third term. Only one other ever 
shared that honor, and that was Sena- 
tor Clay. No other Georgian has ever 
been elected for four ,terms. 

“Tl am overwhelmed at the sense of 
obligation I feel to the people of Geor- 
gia,” Mr. Bacon said today. “I can 
never repay them by any work of 
mine for the great honor they have 
done me. I feel it {ig a greater honor 
than any man can deserve and my 
only hope is that I will be able to 
justify the great confidence they have 
reposed in me.” 

That Senetor Bacon should have 
been the first senator elected under 
the constitutional amendment, which 
he opposed as lodging too much power 
over state elections tn the’ hands of 
congress and which the Georgia legis- 
lature rejected, was widely commented 
upon here. 

The New York Sun in a half column 
editorial this morning points out that 
only four members of the senate 
have been longer in the service than 
he. These are Gallinger, of New 
Hampshire; Lodge, of Massachusetts;

Thomasville, Ga., July 16.—Mrs. Z. I. Fitzpatrick, president of the Geor- 
gia Federation of Women’s clubs, when asked today as to what measures 
coming up before the present session of the Georgia legislature were of 
greatest interest to the club women of the state, said: 

“A measure that is of deep interest to our women is the great injustice 
done the faithful public shcool teachers of the state in delaying the payment 


of their salaries. 


The teachers in Georgia have no more loyal friends than 


the organized women who have indorsed the strong editorials written in 


their behalf by the editors of the various state papers. 


The editorial in last 


Sunday’s Constitution was of a nature to prick the public conscience to such 
an extent that it would seem that nothing but speedy and permanent relief 
could bring ease for such an unjust situation. 
THE TEACHERS’ VOCATION. 
“There is no reason why the salaries of the teachers should not be as 
regularly paid as those of the governor, the legislators and all other public 


officials. 


In the opinion of the late Henry Ward Beecher the teachers’ 


vocation came ahead of all others, and he would doubtless have held that 


their pay should come before any other. 


Their stipend is meager at the 


best, and to be compelled to discount this in order to live {is inexcusable.”

The figmures show that treas- 
ury offiicals during the year just 
Closed handled. in actual cash nearly 
twice the amount of the total stock 
of money in the United States, which 
is estimated at $3,720,000,000. 

Including bonds. checks and war- 
rants the treaSury handled over §19,- 
000,000,000 during the year. This vast 
aggregation of wealth, which does not 
include the transactions of the sub- 
treasuries, was handled, it was point- 
ed out today, without the loss of a 
cent to the government.

By a vote of & to $ the senate com- 
mittee on constitutional amendments 
reported favorably on the bill to cre- 
ate the new county of Barrow to be 
cut from the counties of Jackson, 
Walton and Gwinnett with Winder as 
the proposed county seat. 

The action of the committee was 
taken in executive session after hear- 
ing arguments on the question for 
over two hours. Those voting for the 


measure were Senators Bush, DuBose, 
Elkins, Hixon, Kea, Kelley, Searcy and 
Sweat. Opposed were Senators Burtz, 
Spinks and Tyson. Senator Harrell, 
chairman of the committee, did not 
vote. 

The bill creating the new county has 
already passed the house of represen- 
tatives by a vote of 136 to 35 and with 
the favorable report of the senate 
committee yesterday it now only needs 
a two-thirds majority of the senate 
and the mwovernor’s signature to be en- 
acted into a law. The opponents of 
the measure are stil] confident that ‘t 
wil] fail to muster the necessary two- 
thirds vote of the senate, while the 
advocates of the new county are 
equally assured that the bill will re- 
ceive an ample number of votes in 
the upper house to assure its pas- 
BAe. 

W. H. Toole, of Winder, was the 
only speaker in favor of the creation 
of the new county, but he presented 
his argument in a clear, concise style 
and was ably backed by a large dele- 
gation of men, Women and children 
from Winder who literally packed the 
senate chamber. Mr. Toole read tele- 
grams from all the ordinaries of the 
new counties in Georgia expressing 
the gsatisfaction of the citizens and 
the enhancement of values in those 
counties. 

Those speaking agatnst the creation 
of the new county were J. C. Turner, 
of Jackson: John Nunnally, of Wal- 
ton; Judge Dick Russell, 
Major William EF.

Major Simmons cited tke fact that 
the state of Georgia was composed of 
more counties than any other state 
in the union with the exception of 
Texas, and that Texas was five times 
the size of Georgia. He read sta- 
tistics from other states showing that 
the general average of the square 
miles of counties in other states®* was 
very much smaller than in Georgia. 

Mr. Nix apoke briefly against the 
new county, reading letters from 
many citizens of the country to be a 
part of the new county and vigorous- 
ly protesting against the proposed 
change.

FULL PROBE COURTED 
BY BOOK PUBLISHERS 


Provision of Original McCrory 
Bill Will Not Be Opposed 
by Them. 


That a full and thorough investi- 
Kation of the cost of school books 
used by the state. as is proposed by 
the original McCrory bill, wil) not 
meet with opposition from the school 
book publishers seems evident. On the 
contrary the publishers are courting 
a full investigation. 

Their objection is to the substitute 
bill for the McCrory bill directing the 
educational department to have pre- 
pared and printed a primary United 
States history, a fifth reader and a 
set of copy books. 

The substitute bill, the publishers 
claim, will mean but a partial investi- 
gation, which would be unfair both 
to them and the people of the state.

Five Notes Exchanged, 

The result has been reached through 
the exchange of five notes. the nego- 
tiations beginning May 8 last. with 
the original protest by Japan against 
the projected alien land-owning act 
by the California legislature. 
elictted a reply from Secretary Bryan 
on May 19, or as soon as he had been 
advised of the actual signature of 
the Webb act by Governor Johnson. 
On June 4 the Japanese government 
filed its rejoinder and on:-July 3 this 
was supplemented by an elaborate ex- 
pansion of the arguments.

At 
times traders, who thought the pace 
too fast in view of the recent pro- 
nounced dullness, sold stocks and 
checked the rise, but offerings were 
absorbed easily and the upward move- 
ment was resumed. Profit taking 
Caused some recessions in the late 
trading, but the list was not far from 
the top level of the day at the close. 
There was a long HMst of gains run- 
nig from 1 to 4 points. The improve- 
ment was regarded as a reflection of 
the better feeling which prevailed in 
all the principal markets of the world.

HAS $15,000 PUT BAK

Only Increase This Year Is for 
Sanitarium — Augusta 


Gets $30,000 


Several changes by way of in- 
creases were made in the tentative 
budget for 1914-15 as prepared by the 
subcommittee on appropriations when 
the budget was taken up by the 
whole committee item by item in ex- 
ecutive session Wednesday afternoon. 

It was decided to tncrease the ap- 
propriation to the state sanitarlum 
$10,000 for 1914 and $20,000 for 1915. 
This makes the total appropriations 
to the sanitarium for the years named 
$540,000 and $550,000 respectively. 

he $15,000 which the subcommittee 
had cut from the maintenance fund 
of the State College of Agriculture 
Was put back by the whole commit- 
tee, with the direction that the ad- 
ditional money should be used for the 
promotion of corn clubs. This makes 
the sum appropriated for extension 
work $40,000, as last year, and the 
entire maintenance fund of the col- 
lege $100,000. 

The Medical] college in Augusta is 
to get the $30,000 which it asked for, 
the committee having increased the 
subcommittee’s figures from $20,000 
to $30,000. 

No action was taken on the special 
appronriation of $7,500 to the experi- 
ment station at Griffin, the purpose of 
which is to reimburse the federal gov- 
ernment for the bulidnig of two barns 
on the experiment farm. It is be- 
lieved, however, that the appropria- 
tion will be passed without serious 
opposition. 

It is not likely that any effort will 
be made this year to move the station 
from Griffin to Athens, as no bid has 
been made for the removal by the 
authorities of the Aollege of Agricul- 
ture in the last named city.
